of An Impetuous temperampent, He was not
mineh disposed to talk of his former business
or family relatlons, and no one know much
about him. He opened up an Insurance and
redal estate oMee In Humboldt and started
A paper, the Humboldl S8entinel. He had no
motey to bhuy preases, type or paper and the
typesetting and printing was done by Nat
SEmalls, who was then running a paper In
Lineeln,

“All the connection 1 had with the paper,*™
saya Mr. Smalld, “"was Just to set the type,
run the papers off on the preas and mall
thom, Wllson sent me every week his news
items, editorinla and what advertisements he
could plek up, I don't remember the size
of the paper, but it was a small concérn,
probably nsa good as the average., At every
seesilon of the legislnture he was In Lincoln
ns a sort of lobbyist, 1 don't think he wns
in polltics very mueh. He was a pretty
smoath, plausible fellow and with an engag-
Ing mantier that enabled him to get Inte
the good graces of the people of the town
He passed as an unmarried man, and that
easy, genial way of his made him very pop-
ular with the Iadles. I remember his nama
vepecinlly well, because he always wrote It
out In full, Sylvester Franklin Wilson, In a
showy hand with plenty of flourishes. In
hir business relatlons with me he was
stralght, but somewny 1 never had any eonfi-
dence in Lim. I considered him tricky and
underhanded, o treacherous and  deceltful
fellow."

Wilson left Humboldt In 1875 while stlll
In the good graces of the people In re-
rponse, perhaps, to n feeling which waa be-
Rinning to take shape that thelr elltor,
beneath his smooth and polished exterlor,
concealed the heart of a moral reprobate
and viclous swindler. During the four or
five years he lived In Humboldt he had
made some money, most of It by means
that savored pretty strongly of robbery, so
thnt there wans Iltle regret at his de-
parture. He wns next heard of In Philadel-
phin, where he blossomed out as a mana-
ger of a theatrleal company, Hlis career as
o manager came to a sudden end with his
arrest, conviction and sentence to the penl-
tentlary In Philadelphia on the charge of
debauching a young girl. 1t developed on
the trial that thers were other charges
against him of a similar nature and that
he had used his positlon as manager ns o
gort of recrultlng oMee for a house of 111-
fame.

After serving a full term fin the penl-
tentlary he was dlscharged and want to
| Hong Kong, China, He was a man who had
| the advantage of a thorough educatlon and
a naturnl llnguist, which enabled him to
soon become proficlent In the Chinese lan-
guage.

UCAPACITY BEING ENLARGED

Beet Sugar Factory at Norfolk Now
in Its Ninth Season Improves
It Piant Largely.

FREMONT, Neb,,

NORFOLK, Neb, Aug. 81.—(Specinl.)—
The factory of the American Beet Sugar
company at this place Is now on the eve
of lts ninth annual *“campalgn,'” as it ls
called, Bince the factory fnlshed grinding
last winter extenslve !mprovements have
bevn made. Commencing last May a force
of fifty men was put to work enlarging the
grinding capacity of the plant. Six wechks
ngo fifty additional hands *were added 1o
the force and the Improvements and re-
poirs are being rushed with the Intentlon
of completing the work by the 10th of Scp-
tember.

The factory has heretofore been rated as
i 350-ton plant. Beveral times during the
last campalgn, however, the factory con-
sumed as high as 370 tons of beets In twen-
ty-four hours. To give the plant an ju-
oreased output, a new second carbonation
od and the two vacuum pans, welghing
nearly twenty-three topg oach, ralsed six
feet. All the machinery in what {s known
ns the finishing end of the factory has
also been ralsed aseveral feet. It |8 ex-
pecterd that the (mprovements made and
additlopal machinery added will Increnze
the grindlng capaclty of the factory to 400
tons, which means that Nebriska will this
Sonr largely Inereose its production of beet
BUZAT.

Trank Would Invita Disaster,

RECORDS SHOW HIM UNWORTHY OF TRUST

Nusineas of His OMoe Was Neen Per-
sintently Neglected and Dishons
ent Methods Have Heen Fres
quently Parsuned,

saying that the charncter of the nomlnees
tor the principal offices on the county tickets
will be an Important factor In determining
the outcome of the battle. The growing
sentiment among those Interestad in repub-
Hentt success |s that the coming county cons
ventlon must be impressed with the impera.
tive necessity of nominating a tlcket com-

posed of men whose records need no de
fenne, The apprehendlon that men are
llable to be folsted on the party whose

nomination would lmperll party success (s
growing stronger from day to Jday. This
eentiment i especinlly pronounced regard-
ing the candldacy of Albyn Frank, who |s
making desperate efforts to secure a re-
nomination ns’ clerk of the district court,
It Is the current bellef that Frank's negleot
of the dutles of his office and the gross |r-
rogularities, If not absolute dishonesty, In
the conduct of Its affalrs, would not only
defeat his electlon, but would prove dis-
astrous to the whole tloket,

The fnancial diffoulties In which Frank
has been Involved are notorious. IHis po-
Itical ecampalgning s based on the ldea
that money ls the maln factor In Influenc-
ing the voters, and his reckless and openly
corrupt expenditures have been dlegracoeful
features of every campaign in which he hns
participated, Ho secured his nomination
by the laviah Adistribution of thousands of
dollars nnd his election was compassed by
the expenditure of thousands more. Since
then his money has been thrown broadoast
to prevent the logisinture from abollahing
the fee saystem and In purchasing the ad-
herence of blnekmalllng publicationa and
eorruptible politiclans,

When Frank began hla campalgn for the
nomination for clerk of the district court
four years ago his brother, Eimer, was clerk
of the United States court and they sup-
posed that If Albyn attained his ambitlon
they would keep both these luorative offlcas
In the family. Thelr campaign from the
nutast was characterized by the wholesale
use of corruption funds, Persons In a posi-
tion to know the faots state that thelr total
expenditures to land Albyn Frank In the
Metrict clerk's offica were from $20,000 to
$22,000,

Beon after election 1t developed that the
funds that had been expended so recklessly
constituted a part of the trust funde held
by Elmer Frank as clerk of the Unlted
Statea court, It appears that the money,
which belonged to the judgment fund, had
not bheen deposied In the name of the gov-
ernment. In due time a speclal agent of the
Department of Justice came to Omaha from
Whashington to Investigate, but Elmer Frank
waa In Chicago and the bank refused to allow
the agent to examine his account. When
the government was about to hegln a prose-
cution the defaleation wns made good and
the matter apparently dropped.

In order to sguare up the account with the
government Albyn Frank slgned notes with
hig brother and these were deposalted In the
bank as security for the amount the bank
fdvanced to balance the depleted judgment
fund account.

Converted Funds at the Outaet.

When Frank took charge of the office of
clerk of the district court in January, 1806,
about $20,000 was turned over to him by his
predecessor, Frank B, Moores. In the mean-
time tho bank was pressing him for a settle-
ment of the notes and Frank had scarcely
warmed hls chalr In the clerk's office when
he converted the funds that had been turned
over to him by Moores to make the bank

In February, 1807, Frank borrowed $15,000
from n capltalist, for which he gave twenty
notes for $1,000 each, payable monthly. The
laat note was due In October, 1808, thus
giving the lender a bonus of $5.,000 for the
use of §16,000 for from one to twenty
months, In additlon to this the money
lender held a written contract, In whieh It
wasg agreed that he should have practical
control of the elerk’'s ofice until the full
nmount was pald, Thus Frank abdlcated the
entire control of his office.

The money thus borrowed was placed In n
gafe deposit vault to be used it an Investiga-
tlon af the oMce was ordered. As a matter
of fact the Investigation scare proved un-
ealled for, The county commissioners not
only neglectesd to order an examination of
Frank's account, but, In splte of the facts
that have since become notorious, no In-
veatlgntion has been ardered to this day.
Consequently only a part of the money hor-
rowed an #uch extravagant terms was ever
used and $10,000 of it was recalled after the
time for which the notes were to mature
had expired,
